The report of the census depart­ 


ment on the population of Seymour 


caused much surprise here, and al­ 


though it is given as official the citi­ 


zens feel assured it is incorrect. 
It 


is regretted that the report showing 


a small loss in ten years must go on 


record, while in fact the city has en­ 


joyed a steady growth, and has cer­ 
tainly had a substantial increase in 
population. 
it is believed 
that 
the error in i 
enumerating the population is due to j 
the carelessness of several ot the j 
enumerators who were given the task 
of taking the census, and several re- i 
ports have been received of m any; 
names who were not recorded in the j 
last census. 
It appears that at least 
one enumerator had no system what - j 
ever in taking the census, and if that 
is true it would have been easy tor 
that enumerator to have omitted sev- 
veral hundred names in that district. 
That the population has not de­ 
creased during the past ten years is 
very 
easily 
shown. 
One 
of 
the 
strongest indications that the city lias 
grown is the large number of new 
houses which have been erected. One 
man who is well acquainted with the 
building conditions in the city esti­ 
mated that in the past decade there 
have been erected not less than live 
hundred new residences. 
This is re­ 
garded as a very conservative esti­ 
mate for during the past summer 
there was an average of one new resi­ 
dence built each day for ninety days. 
It is true that many more homes have 
been built here during the past two 
years than any other time for the 
same period, but there lias seldom 
been a year since 1900 but that many 
additional residences have been erect­ 
ed.

Horrcr Attends Fire In Morris 


Packing Plant. 


FIREMEN CAUGHT UNDER WALL 


While Fighting Fierce Blare Which 
Broke Out in the Beef House of the 
Packing 
Plant. Nineteen 
Firemen 
and Five Employes of the Stock­ 
yards Were Caught Beneath Falling 
Wall and Their Lives Crushed Out. 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
23.— The 
fire 
has 
burned through tho walls prottuting 
all the w arehouses of Morris & t o., 
and the flames are expected to jump 
to these buildings momentarily. 
A 
strong south wind 
is 
fanning 
the 
flames and every available tire com ­ 
pany in the city has been sent to the 
yards in an endeavor to prevent the 
spread of the flames. 


Chicago, Dec. 23,—In a fire which 
destroyed the packing plant of Nelson 
Morris & Co. at the stockyards, tw en­ 
ty-four brave men lost their lives. 
The dead include Fire Marshal Jam es 
Horan, Second Assistant Marshal Wil­ 
liam J. Burroughs, Captain 
Dennis 
Boyle. Captain P. E. Collins. Lieuten­ 
ant Jam es D. Fitzgerald, and fourteen 
firemen and five employes of the stock­ 
yards. Scores of others were more or 
less seriously injured. 
The immense 
building, 
which 
covered 
an 
entire 
block, was completely destroyed, and 
only by extrem e efforts were the fire­ 
men able to prevent the blaze from 
spreading to the valuable buildings 
adjacent. The city council held a spe­ 
cial meeting last night to plan relief 
for the families of the victims. 
E sti­ 
m ates of the financial loss run to 
$1,000,000 and even higher. 
The men killed in the fire were 
crushed to death when the east wail 
fell, carrying down upon them tons of 
bricks, timbers and iron work and a 
heavy wooden canopy under which 
they had been standing. 
There were 
many ammonia explosions. 
The fire was the greatest disaster 
In the history of the Chicago fire de­ 
partm ent, and the worst horror in Chi­ 
cago since the Iroquois fire seven 
years ago. 
The fire started shortly 
after 4 o’clock Thursday morning, and 
spread rapidly. 
Chief Horan directed 
the efforts of a great force of firemen. 
At 5 o’clock terrific explosions of am ­ 
monia in the beef cold storage section 
of the building sent a heavy canopy 
crashing down on the squad ot firemen 
who were working on a loading plat­ 
form. 
The fatalities all occurred in 
one place on the loading platfoim. 
Away up in the roof of the structure, 
n ea r a point directly over the loading 
platform on which stood Fire Chief 
Horan, Burroughs, his assistant. Lieut­ 
enant Fitzgerald and a score of others. 
there was a sudden sharp, loud repoit. 
Portions of the masonry of the build­ 
ing fell away and a large part of this 
fell on the canopy, tearing it away and 
bearing it to the platform, which was 
crushed like an eggshell with its hu­ 
man freight. 
The building that was destroyed was 
the principal beef house of the Morris 
plant.
